The following letter was received from Earl WABAIU on his trip to 
Bozeman Montana for the Wally Byam Rally, but he did not mention the 
cool air and that he was able to admire snow in June, Hi. 


Mi Bill & Mickie, 


A note to say Hello and some statistics that may be of interest to 
you & perhaps some of our club members. 


As of today, we have parked 280 trailers, all are Early Workers, 
Parkers, Electrical Crew, Water Crew, Sewer Crew, Amateur Radio (ta 
follow approximately 75 caravans with 6 to 100 trailers per caravan). 
We take daily up-dates as to number of trailers and the place they will 
stay each night. So you see, we know at all times where they are and 
receive reports of accidents or any other problem they have, until they 
arrive. 


Seme people have blisters on their hands from their work. I have 
been sitting 6 hours straight each day for 8 days, so you know where my 
blisters are !! 


There is a CB station, which gives out all news for the rally and 
handles any medical calls, since everyone has a CB, 


Qur own Marion WESMSE, is handling via 2 meters & for those who 
only have CB, all traffic control. There are 60 people in traffic 
cantrol, an early pass and 90 people on parking. 


We have 15 early passes for Amateur Radio Station. However, I was 
first in with the @nd OF, whose call is uged as the station this year 
WOAZA. We have been alone since 6/8. Today we had the next S in ta get 
same relief and the balance will be in on the 2ist. 


There are 3500 pre-registered trailers, so we will have between 
S500 and 4000 in by the 27th. On the 25th, there are 1052 trailers to 
came in and be parked. Every trailer is given a day and exact time to 
arrive to speed parking. They are parked at arate of one per minute, 


on big days. Some operation, all is clock work, no slip ups allowed 
a ie! 


Bill, the country out here is absolutely the most beautiful. Coming 
in we counted over 200 antelope, as we passed thru Wyoming. In Montana, 
as many deer. The mountains are painted with snow on the tips (8000 
+#t), a sight to behold. 


We took a day toa go thru Yellowstone and seen Old Faithful do her 
thing. It was a sorry sight to see the thousands of acres burned, but I 
guess we saw a historical view we hope never occurs again. 


Tonight, we are going to the (CNFR) College National Finals Rodeo, 
Never been to a Rodeo before but were told since these are National 
Finals, we will see the best in the United States. They are fram all 
over the states.
